The meeting was opened by Rev. Larson with song, scripture reading, 
and prayer, after which he called the business meeting to order. Rev. Larson 
was elected Chairman and Fdith Jacobson was elected Secretary.

The following report by Rev. Larson was read and a motion made and

Dear Congregation: 
Grace and Peace in Jesus name for year 19251 
Help us, O Lord, behold, we enter 
Upon another year today; 
In thee our hopes and thoughts now center, 
Renew our courage for the way; 
New Life, new strength, new happiness

If & member's highest and greatest ambition were to desire and to seek after, 
namely, to be true and regular Church-goers and consecrated Christians, I 
know that the year 1925 would be the most blessed year in this church's 
history. The church would be filled at every divine service. More work 
would be done for our children, our young people and all our members. Ott- 
siders would also see and come to us to join with us, and harmony would 
prevail. 

Make this your earnest New Year Resolution. Have a desire for the 
Lord, your Saviour, Jesus Christ, and His Church. Seek and find Him in His 
word in His Church.

We are planning great things this year. Our congregation will entertain 
the Columbia Conference at its Annual meeting early this spring. Also our 
young people will entertain The Portland District Luther League sometime in 
EC This means that every member must work; that we must work together 
and harmoniously that our part in these Conventions may be done in the best 
manner possible. Work and pray in Jesus name! 

Let me now present & short review of our work this year: 

l. DIVINE SERVICES. Services have been held regularly this year with the 
exception of the last Sunday of every month, when the Pastor had services 

in Skamokawa, Washington, also the third Sunday when the Pastor visits Mist 
and Birkenfield, when the morning services have been in charge of Mr. John 
Unis and Mr. R. W. Kullberg. The Pastor has services in the evening. Services 
also are hold the first Sunday afternoon of every month at Melville. Our 
services are held in both languages. We must still use both languages. Our 
attendance continues to be low, except on the few occasions as Christmas 
Easter and Confirmation Day. Our young people and children are as a rule 
absent. They are not imbued with the spirit of church going or the love for 
Church services. And where is the blame? Surely the parents must bear 

most of the blame. If every family, father and mother, would first by their 
example of regular &ttendance show respect for church and its services. 

every Sunday and then urge the young people and take the children along to 
services, our church attendance problem would be solved. Special Lenten serviiees 


were held during the Lenten Season, but only a few attended. The Portland 





District Mission Meeting was held here in May, when visiting Pastors brought 
cheering messages. These meetings, especially in the evening, were quite 
well attended. 

2 The means of grace: The word of God is preached regularly and taught con- 
sistently in Church, Sunday School and Confirmation Class, but we would urge 
its use more in the homes. Let there be more of the word of God read and 
prayers offered in the homes every day and we will have better relatione in 
the home, and better children and men and women for the church. 

Our people should realize that Baptism is a means of salvation; that through 
baptism a Child becomes a child of God, a Christian, and a Church member and 
not before. So it is very important that children be baptized in their in- 
fancy and not to neglect this important God-given Sacrament. 

and English, giving all an opportunity to attend, and to receive the true 
body and blood of Jesus Christ, and be strengthened to their spiritual life. 
Too many of our members neglect this Sacrament. This is dangerous and if 
continued will mean spiritual death. May God give all our members a desire 
to commune regularly and partake of the Lord's Supper. 

4. RELIGIOUS TRAINING OF CHILDREN. Our Lutheran Church seeks to train the 
children to grow up in the faith into which they were baptized that they may 
abide in the Christian faith and remain true Christian church members. This 
religious training has its beginning in the home. The parents should realize 
the importance of giving their children the right start as a Christian. 
Therefore, they should take time to teach them the word of God in word and 
song, to teach them prayers for before and after meals and morning and even- 
ing. To read the word for them, explain it, and pray with them and set a 
good example in a godly life. Then the Church through its Sunday School and 
Confirmation School can build. .: and instruct more satisfactorily. Our 
Sunday School is functioning as usual. It has an attendance of 70 pupils and 
9 teachers. The Augustana Synod Graded Lesson plan has been put in use 

and will be used for the first time this year. The children have home work 
and should be encouraged and given help to prepare their Sunday lessons. 
Some Sunday School teacher's meetings have been held this year, but not regu- 
larly. We need consecrated Christian teachers, who have had spiritual ex- 
periences, to teach our children God's word. We express the hope that a 
Cradle Roll will function this year, and also that a Junior; Missionary Band 
can be organized soon. The Sunday School has held Christmas and Easter pro- 
grams which were well given and well attended. The annual church and Sunday 
School picnic was held in August at Young's River Falls but was not 6° weld 


attended. Confirmation School has been held this year also. A class of eight 





were confirmed in June and now a class of thirteen are being instructed. 
Let us encourage these young people and pray for them that they may abide 
in God's word and remain as true members of the Church. To this end we 
urge young and old to attend Bible classes to study God's word. A class 
will be held for young and old in Sunday School, and The Luther League 
plans to meet Sunday evenings. We hope many will avail themselves of 

this opportunity to study the word of God. 

gh CHURCH GOVERNMENT; Church Council. The Church Board consists of three 
Deacons and three Trustees, who act as an executive board for the congre- 
gation. Regular meetings have been held every month except two months 
during the summer. All matters pertaining to the church and congregation 
are discussed and acted upon at these meetings. We thank our Board for 
faithful service. At the last meeting of the church board, a motion 

pàssed to change the Constitution concerning the time of the annual meeting, 
to be held the second Tuesday in January instead of January 2nd. 

$. IMPROVEMENTS: The Church Board superintended the raising of funds for 
painting of church and parsonage and let the contract to the Pacific Paint- 
ing Co. for $510.00. This work was done in July and August and improves 
the Church property in its outward appearance. Also the west front approach 
and steps were repaired. 

6. SOCIETIES: The Ladies Aid Society. 

This faithful and hard working society has had one of its best T 
and helped along the church's finances by paying the year's street assess- 
ment and donating $300.00 to the Church Treasury. It's total income this 
year was $510.00, which is very good. Beside their monthly meetings, they 
have helped serve refreshments &t various occasions. They have had two 
baking sales, one apron sale and their annual fall sale. 

Dorcas Society; Although only few in numbers this society has done 
very well. Their income for the year was about $116.00. Of this sum they 
donated $85.00 to the Church Treasury. We wish them a successful year for 1925. 

Luther League: This society meets monthly. It has it's ups and 
downs, and although at times the attendance has not been so great, yet 
financially they have done well and sponsored two concerts during the year. 
Of the amounts raised, they donated $100.00 to the painting fund and $50.00 
for the Church Treasury. 

Considering everything, the year 1924 has been a successful year 
for the congregation, especially in financial matters. An extra sum-of 
$510.00 was paid for painting. A sum of $94.50 was paid out to help take 
away the indebtedness of Augustana College. The sum of $237.30 was-paid 
out by the congregation for Conference and Synod missions, Schools, chari- 


table institutions, etc. beside som extra offerings for special purposes.

Grace be unto yol and peace from God our Father thru Jesus christ our Lord in 

The Holy Spirit! 

"Ha leadeth me! O blessed thot! O words with heavenly comfort fraught! 
What-e'er I do, wher-e'er I be, Still 'tis God's hand that leadeth me. 


"Therefore my dear brethern, be firm, unmovable, busily occupied at all times 


in the Lord's work, knowing that your toil.is not fruitless in the Lord" 1Cor.15:58. 


These words wirtten by the Apostle Paul to the members of the Church in Corinth, 
ware written by him to encourage them in their efforts, to strengthen them in their 
Christian faith, and to uphold them in the assurance that the work of the Lord is not 
in vain. 


I have taken these words, as words appropriate to us, members of this 
congregation, who have again finished a year of grace and are now beginning another. 


There are many things seeking to take away our interest as workers in Christ/s 
kingdom. Satan and the evil world are constantly at work trying to make us 
dissatisfied, telling us it's no use. Indifference to spiritual things is very 
prevalent; and the courage of conviction of faith is sorely lacking in these days.

Thus we see that we are to renew our strength and enter into the full power 
and blessedness of our religion by "waiting on the Lord". Those who thus wait upon. 
the Lord shall renew their strength - mount up with wings as eagles - run, not be 
Weary - Walk, and faint not. The highest and the constant aim of our lives is to 
wait upon the Lord. Be firm in the faith, unmovable in Christ, occupied with the 
Lord's work, in His house, in His ordinances, in our duties as Christians. Thus 
we shall be strengthened and shall know that our work is not in vain, our toil is 
not fruitless, but fruitful. 


The call has come to us all to take part in the work of the Lord. Each and 
every one, both young and old, has a sacred duty to perforn as a member of Christ 
and His Church.

The graded system is a great help and an excellent 
method of instruction. The gunday School held two successful programs, which 
were wall attended; namely, “aster and Christmas. The annual Church and Sunday Í 
School outing held in August at Astor Experiment Station grove was well attended. | 
Confirmation School is held now with ten enrolled. Last June a class of four 
were confirmed. We hope they will become active members of the Church. 

5. Church Government. The Church board with a membership of twelve, six deacons 
and six trustees, meets together regularly every month. The mestings this year 
have been well attended and harmonious. Extra meetings have also been held to 
discuss the merger of the Memorial and First Lutheran Churches. We thank the 
Board for faithful work and especially our Church Treasurer, Emil Rasmus. 
Improvements: The greatest improvement was the tuning and repatfing of the 
Organ. The first man we had was not satisfactory and after having received 
8285.00 left the work unfinished. The church roof was gone over and holes 
patched, and a new bulkhead was placed behind the personage. 


6. Societies: (A) The Ladies Aid Society. The ladies have done exoeedingly well 
this year, and have helped the Church financially with $300.00. They number 
about forty members and work hard for the Church and its well being. They meet 
once a month. According to the treasurer's report more than $550.00 was 
gathered this year, and they have a balance over $100.00 to start the new year. 
Several cooking sales have been held, also a Church dinner sponsored by The 
Ladies Aid and the annual sale in November when $271.15 was taken in. Besides 
paying $350.00 to the Church treasury, the Bociety paid a street assessment of 
*55.00 and bought new dishes amounting to $41.90. (We wish them greater success 
this year). Last month the Society had printed & directory and household cook 
book, and they hope to be able to sell this book this year and thus obtain 
funds. Let us all help them. 

Womens Missionary Society. Membership, twenty-five. This 
organization, existing just a little more than one year has worked zealously 
for missions, home and foreign. All their funds go to help carry on the work 
bf charity and missions at home and abroad. Meetings are held six times a year. 
Close to $100.00 has been gathered at regular meetings and special missionary 
mestings held in March and December. Also they invited the Portland District 
Missionary Society to hold a Fall festival at the time of the regular District 
meeting in September. This meeting was held and altho only a few delegates I 
came was a profitable meeting. | 
At this time may I say that we should organize our Sunday School children à 
into a Junior Missionary Band. We hope that missions of all kinds will become 
clearer to us and that we all take an interest in it. A Missionary Church is 
a spiritually alive Church. Our vision must be broader than only to see local fi 
requirements. i 
(C) Dorcas Society. Altho only a few members - fifteen - this 
Society has done exceptionally well. They have donated $150.00 to the Church, 
which is indeed well done.  Meetingsare held monthly. An annual sale was held 
this year and was very successful. We wish to encourage them in their work. 
D) Luther League. Membership about forty, meets once a month. 
Their income this year amounted to about $175.00. They have not given as 
much as pledged, but have had installed and payed for light fixtures at a cost 
of $56.00. Also payed dues to Portland District Luther League of $51.00. We 
hope this year a Bible study class will be organized and kept up and that more 
of our young people will become vitally interested in Church work and services 
regularly. 
We have not as yet a Local Lutheran Brotherhood. Our men have been 


affiliated with a Lutheran Brotherhood of the City, but it has not functioned. We 
recommend that the men organize themselves this year into a brotherhood. 


During the year the congregation celebrated the forty-sixth anniversary of E 
its existence. The congregation has done quite well in reising 811 required amounts ` 
for local, conference and Synod, totalling about $2400.00. If it hed not been for 
the loss.of close to $300.00 in faulty work on the pipe organ, the congregation would ` 
have cleared itself. But this only urges us to more persistent endeavor. ui 


The last year haê also seen the beginning of the Columbia Hospital. We 
rejoice that that soon our conference will have a hospital here. We are urged to 
support it in every way possible and I'm sure we all will do so. / 


Perhaps this year will see the complete merger of Memorial Lutheran and 
First Lutheran Church. A strong Lutheran Church working harmoniously would be a 
great advantage here. We hope all will proceed to that end. 1

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Annual Report Of’The Pastor To The First Lutheran Church 


To the members of the First Lutheran Congregation, ifrannuael meeting assembled 
this lOth day of January 1928. Grace and Peace in Jesus, our Lord. 


I herewith wish to submit the following report covering our work for 1927. 


In lst. Cor. 3, vs. 9 and ll, we read: "For we are laborers together with 
Ged, ye are God's husbandry, ye are God's building. For other foundation can no 
man lay than that is lajd which is Jesus Christ. The Apostle Paulwiting to the 
congregattion at Corinth calls them fellow laborers in the Kingdom of God. We 
can justly aprly this appellation to us here in this congregation. christ has 
Called us to serve him in His Kingdom and together we are to work harmoniously 
for the upbuilding of the Church both locally and at large. During the year that 
has passed we all have had the opportunity to work for the advancement of this our 
local Church, and also to experience the blessing of such labor, for the Word of 
God tells us that faithful laborers are sought for in the Kingdom of God and that 
he who l&borers earnestly and faithfully shall receive his own reward according to 
his own labor, for God giveth the increase. In this work as members of the Kingdom 
of God we are building upon the true and eternal foundation of the living Ohurch of 
God whtch is; Jesus Christ. 


During the eight and one half years of our service with you we have ende&vored 
by the grace of God, to bring the Gospel of Jesus Christ to one and all. We have 
tried to hold fast the Apostolic admonition to build upon the foündation which is, 
Jesus Christ. We have seen that Just as in the natural world there is a season 
of sowing and one of growing and one of harvest, so we have during these years, 
experienced the results of the sowing, growing and harvesting process. There must 

be progression and advancement and we believe that there has been advancement in 
` the Church during these years. Now as we stand ready to depart from our first 
field of labor we do so with keen regret for we know thet you have as fellow laborers 
worked with us all these years, and the love and regard of members and friends has 
oeen evident foward us always. Let us not be weary in well eee for though changes 
come in outward and inward matters yet we know that the word of God is eternal for 
Jesus has said, "Heaven and earth shall pass away but My Word shall not pass away." 

Be faithful laborers in God's vineyard, holdfast to the Word of God, and build 

both as individuals and as a congreg&tion upon the eternal foundation, Jesus Ohrist. 
God who has plessed us richly this year and the year's that have gone by in our 
ministry, will then continue to bless this congregation. This is the message I give 
to you as we are gathered together for the last time as Pastor and Congregation. 


I wish to present the following as a review of our work for:1927: 


I - Diwine Serviees: Services have been held regul&rly this year as the 
foregoing year, with every other service alternating Swedish and English. 
We have noted with pleasure, a better attendance than other years. 
Especially during the last three months. This is a good sign, for it means 
that the spiritual life of the congregation is alive and is being fostered. 
Spiritual indifference among young and old is the nurse of the age and 
regular and earnest &ttendance at services is a very strong means to combat 
it. We regret though that under existing conditions the children and young 
people are not as interested as they should be and we should try in every 
rossible way to bring them to Church services. 

II - The Means of Grace: The Word of God is preached at all services and used 
in the homes for the spiritual advancement of congregation and individuals. 
The Sacrament of Bartism has been administered to eighteen children this 
year. No adults have been baptized. Our people realize the value of bring- 
ing the child to God through Bartism in infancy. We are happy to note that 
this is true, but we must not stop there, the child must be brought up 

to preserve the faith in which it was baptized. The Lord's Supper has 
been administered four times during the year. Although more attended this 
year than other years, yet we realize that many stay away either on account 
of ignorance, fear, or indifference. It should not be ao. All members 
should come to the Lord's Table and recétve the Sacrament of the Altar. 

III -Religious Training of Children: This ig a very important part of the 
Church's program, for we look to the children of today to be the Church of 
tomorrow, therefore it is important to be attentive to religiougeducation. 

The gunday School is a very important factor in the training of the child 
in the Bible and the teachings of the Church, so that the child will 
understand and remain faithful to the Word of God and our Lutheran Church. = 
At present there are about fifty enrolled in our Sunday School with a 
teac^ing corps of ten. The lutheran graded system is used, and found to be 

satisfactory. Our teachers are to be commended for their interest and fo 

their regularity in attendance. We urge that greater efforts be made to 
obtain new students and to organize Bible Class, in which the confirmed 
children can be placed. Thus we mention also the Confirmation School. | i 
It is highly essential that this School be kept up and the pastor comes 
touch with the young people in this school. This year a olass of nine 
were confirmed and received as members of the Church. The Pastor has 
instructed a class of seven since last September and we hope that thi 
class Will continue to receive instruction and be confirmed next Spr 



















IV - The Societies of the Church have this year helped the cause of our Church 
greatly, We appreciate the work of all Societies for the purposes of 
raising funds for Home and Foreign work for furthering Christian Fellowsht 
and for interesting outsiders in our Church. 

(1) The Ladies Ria Society: This Society which does so well every year 
has done even better this year. Meetings are held onee a month, with 
an average attendance about thirty. fhe Society has raised by various 
means, ¥350.00 to pay for the furnishing of a room at the Columbia 
Hospital, also they have contributed $300.00 to the Churoh Treasury. 
We feel certain that this Society will continue to grow and prosper 
inthe future and we say to the ladies, well done. 

(3) Women's “Missionary Society: This Society works for the cause of 
“Missions. In her dome and Foreign. They have contributed liberally 
to these various causes, and have held during the year several 
missionary programs. This work is necessary for every congregation 
and we are happy to note a missionary spirit prevalent. We urge 
more ladies to join. 

(3) Dorcas Society: The Dorcas Society which ås a Society of girls 
and young ladies, meets once a month. The Dorcas Society has 

presented to the congregation a lasting token of their good will 
by granting the new Nymals. We are proud of this noble gift. 
They also contributed $168. 00 to the Church Treasury. May God 
bless and give them success this coming year. 

(4) Luther League‘ This is a young peoples organization, and although 
primarily for the purpose of giving the young confirmed boys and 
girls an opportunity to take part in the Church work, it is also 
&B organization to further the best interests of Christian young 

peóple. They have also contributed to the Cheurch Treasury, and 
as members of the Portland District Luther League, paid out $75.00 
as donation to the Columbia Hospital, and also $50.00 for other 

purposes in the District and Conference. We urge our young people 

( i rally around this Society and to make it a worthwhile organization.

V - Church Government: The officers of the Church are the deacons and trustees. 
There are six one each board. Regular monthly meetings have been held and 
problems and interests of the Church have been discussed. The committée 
appointed to look into the matter of obtaining a lot down town near the 
Hospital for the future use of the Church have priced several lots but 
agree that the northeast corner lot at 14th 2 Franklin across fromthe 
Columbia Hospital is an excellent location. The board also oiled the 
Church and Parsonage roofs this Fall, which was very much needed. The 

board also sponsored a strawberry social last June. 
VI - Improvements and Finances: No great improvements have been made this 
| Year, although it was decided last year to renovate the Parsonage kitchen, 

nothing has been done. As stated befores the Churoh and Parsonage roofs 
were oiled. It is evident though that quite a bit of work is necessary 
to put the properties in first class shape. The financial end of the 
congregation has been well taken care of by our board, but especially by 
the Treasurer, Mr. Emil Rasmus. Reports submitted tonight will show that 
upwards of twenty-one hundred dollars have been raised for local and 
general expenses. When all work together it is not difficult to obtain 
the funds. If the money could come in monthly the problem of raising 
funds would be simplified. 

VII - General Remarks: We regret that the merger of the First Lutheran and 
Memorial Congregations was not successful. We believe that this 
congregation working zealously in a central location as an &11-English 
Church will be more successful. We rejoice that the Columbia Hospital 
is doing well.the Hospital cornerstone laying was held in Aprily and 
the dedication the-July 51st, 1927. Let us do all we can to help further 
the cause of our Lutheran Hospital. Various individuals and our own 
Ladies Aid donated sums of money to this Institution. During the year 
the congregation raised $52.00 for ForeighMissions . In January 1927 uii 
the Bacoleur&te exercises of the High School were held at our Church. 

On March 23rd, the 47th Anniversary of the Church was fittingly celebrated. 
The Easter services and appropriate Sunday School Program were held in 
April. A class of nine were confirmed the first Sunday in June. As 
successful Strawberry Social was held the latter part of June. The first 
Sunday of August the congregation and Sunday School held their Annual 
Picnit at the Seaside home of Capt. and Mrs. C. A. rson. Several of 
the men went out to the A. E. pngbretsons ranoh7and cut wood for the 
Church, The Luther Besgue by Bible Conference and District Convention 
was held at Colton, Oregon in August.

The undersigned wishes to present the following pastor- 
al report to the congregarion concerning the activities for the past year. 
The congregation sustained a big loss the first part of the year when iis 
beloved pastor Ernest Arthur Larson agter a long faithful and successful 
ministry of almost nine years as pastow of the Church moved away to Táco- 
mg, Wash. Dr. Albert Okerstrom, Superintendent of the Columbia Hospital 
was called toserve as pastor of the Church. ‘The call was accepted. Un- í 


fortunately, Dr. Okerstrom fssigned aftera few months' serváce and moved 









away in the fall. The Church Board requested the Conferende to call the 

undersigned temporarily from British Columbie to serve the congregation 
A inei 

until a permanent pastor could be secured. The work was taken up the 


last part of September and until the present I have servddas acting al 


Pastor.

Early in December the congregation called Rev. G. K. Andeen, 


na of the Grace Lutheran Church of Spokane, 8 pastor. No reply 
a e received at this date. We earnestly hope that Rev. G. K."An- 
deen will accept the call. He is an able and seccessful pastor. Nat- 
usally the church work has suffered from the many changes. At the same 
time the congregation has been fortunate in not having the pulpit vacant 
even though the service has been of a tewporary nature. 

Services have been conducted atrenately in English and Swedish 
The attendance has been about the same whichever language has been used. 
The services have been bery poorly attended. The average during the pa 
past three months at the morning services has been and that for the 
evening service °. 

Several communion services have been held, two, within the 
last three month@. The number comuning has not been large. 

The Mission meeting was hel in November ( Nov. and ). The 
acting pastor was away at the time on account of sickness. Four pastors 
were in attendance. 

The Union Thanksgiving service was held by all the combined 
Lutheran churches in our church. A fine program was rendered. The Church 
was cfowéed. 

On Christmas Day Orresamg ( early morning service) was hedd in 
Swedish at 6:00 A. M. The church was practically filled. English serv- 
ice was held at 10:00. The attendence was small but it was worth while 
holding the service. 

The Children's Programs have been given twice during the year, 
one on Easter Sunday and the other the Second Day Chrishmas. The Christ- 
mas program uhder the direction of Miss Cora Nelson, Superintendent, Was 
very good. Yhe attendance at the program was fair. 

New Year's Wake was held New Year's Eve. It consisted of a sh 
short program, a social hour and a short vesper service in the church be- 
fore midnight. The attendance of young and old was a little over forty. 
The Watch Night Service proved worth while. 

ASpecial W.M.S. prayer Service was held in the church in ad- 
vent. A Bible Study and prayer hour has been conducted fairly regulari- 
ly in the Church before evening services and two cottage prayer meetings 
were held during fall and early winter. 

Sunday School has been conducted regularly for the instruction 
of the young except during the Summere vacation of theSundgy School. M 


Miss Cora Nelson has served efficiently as Superintendent. The average 
enrollment has teen 52 and the average attendance of scholars 32 Nine 


young people have freely given of their time to Serve as teachers. 

A confirmation Class was organized towards tne end of the year. 
Seven young people are now enrolled in this class. They meet regularly every 
Saturday. 

During the year the following pastoral acts have been performed: - 

Fifteen children have been baptized. 

Three marriages have been solemnized. 

Four funerals have been conducted. 

Besides these, numerous calls have been made by the pastors to h 
homes, hospital and sick beds. Some papers and books have been distributed, 
but not to a great extent. 

Societies 

The 5001653165 of the church have been active as usual during the 
year. The officers that have served deserve credit 858 the work that they 
have done. 

The Ladies' Aid is the oldest, the biggest and the the strongest 
of the Societies. It numbers 45 members. Aspecial report is presented. It 
has done splendid work. $350 have been donated to the church,$25 to the Hos- 
pital, and over $20 have been paid on stove and its installation in the pars - 
onage ets. Mrs. Lidberg has been the efficient president. 

The Luther League has helped the church to the extent of $100. 
Mr. A. E. Engbretson has been the efficient president. 

The D orcas Society mas been very active. The membership is 
small but in spite of this good work has been done. $75.00hase been donated 
towards the Church and $85.00 to the Columbia Hospital. Miss Enberg was the 
President. 

The Choir met and practised for Christmas under the direction 
of Mrs. A. E. Engbretson. Mrs. Gearge Salvon and others have sung in the 
Church. We thank all of them. More should be done along this line. 

The Church Board has met regularly every monthe to consider the 
affairs of the church. Special meetings have been held when the occasion has 
called for them. The members have met up fairly well. Some have been out 
of town and unabel to attend. Mr. Emil Rasmus has serve efficiently as treas- 
urer. The other church officers at the end of the year are:---

officers and the faithfulness with which they serve. The Church must elect 
deacon and trustee at this time.

The Church numbers at the end of the year, 112 communicalnt membérs. 

Some of these 112 have shown little or ro interest for a 
long period of time for which reason some may have to be dropped befor the re- 
port is made to the conference. We hope and pray that it may not be necessayy: 
Let him who knows that hh has not fulfilled his obligation do so. 

One or more things of 5586181 Interest. 

Members of the Church responded wonderfully in rallying to 
help put the Columbia Hospital Appeal across. Many of the members serves as 
canvassere, some giving a great deal of 881118882 time. Members contributed 
wonderfully well. One member gave $2000, another gave $500, another $300 and 
many according to their ability or above their ability for this worthy cayse 
most generou&ly from $1 to $5; $10; $15; $25; 250. Fine spirit indeed. 

The weekly envelope System was recommended to the Church B 
Board, but it was thought a little cumbersome. The Monthly Pledge was instead 
adopted. May it meet with the approval it merits by generous pledges from the 
members and friends of the Church. 

There is a large deficit at the beginning of this year. fhe 
conference has not received its money. As we are dependent gion the Confere 
ence, we must see to it in some way that this money is paid as quickly as pos- 
sible. 

A number of members give gemerou$yy according to their res- 
pective ability. We have on the other hand too, mapy who do not give in ace 
cordance with the requirements or their ability. $3; $4; or $5 a year, when 
a member can pay more, does not help the congregation to speak of. The dues 
to the Conference and Synoà amount to $3.00 for each member. Giving is & "A 
"Christian grace" just as much as kindness, charity etc. We plead for a rene 
eraous response this year. 

We wish also to lay upon the hearts of members the abso- 
lute necessity of a better church attendance. Every member who cangfo should 
make it a point to be present ONCE EVERY SUNDAY. "Forget not the assembling 
of yourselves" pleads the Apostle. We do ti at the perik of our souls and 
the souls of our children. Morality has its roots in religion. We must wor- 
ship. The children must bê trained to love the services of the Church. In 
my experience as pastor during many years, I have found that ynless the child- 
ren are trainéd to go before they are confirmed they will not go, as a rule, 
after they are confirmed. Parents of the First Lutheran Church do not take 
your children home agter Sunday School, Come yourselbes and have the children 
stay. 

A report of this kind should perhaps touch gpon Christian 
Literature. To make the report short we only wish to urge those who do not 
take one of the Church papers to subscribe immediately. We have very fine: 
Church papers. Our interest depends ypon our knowledge of what is going on in 
the Church at large. Especially do we urge every family to get a sypply of
